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A GREAT LACK 

With our interest focused 
on international crises and 
national problems, we are apt 
to lose sight of another area 
of our lives. It has a great 


deal to do, actually, with 
the manner in which we handle 
international and national 
affairs. We refer, of course, 
to our schools where today’s 
citizens were trained and 
where tomorrow’s citizens are 
now being educated — though 
there are those who quarrel, 
with good reason, with the 
use of the word ‘educated.’ 
That there is a great deal 


the matter with our schools 
since themodern educationists 
have had them in their grasp 
not even the saner of the 
educationists deny. But some- 
thing is happening here and 
there - not generally, we are 
sorry to say, but things that 
may be straws in the wind. 
The most encouraging aspect 
of the two examples we have 
in mind is that they come 
from schoolmen. The first 
analyzes brilliantly a great 
lack in our system of public 
education; the second pro- 
vides a concrete method of 








doing something about it. 
This great lack is the teach- 
ing of patriotism — something 
which was once an integral 
part of our educational pro- 
cess, until the so-called 
‘modernists’ took over the 
schools. We wish we had space 
to bring you every word of an 
address on this subject by 
Dr. Max Rafferty, superin- 
tendent of schools in La Cana- 
da, California. Dr. Rafferty 
compares, for example, Nathan 
Hale - death staring him.in 
the face, declaring his only 
regret was that he had ‘but 
one life to give for my coun- 
try’ -— with U-2 pilot Francis 
Powers and with American 
turncoats in the Korean War. 
And Dr. Rafferty said the 
fault lay with his own pro- 
fession, and with the tax- 
payers and voters who support 
the schoolmen. He said: 
‘*These spineless, luxury-lov-

this, here is Dr. Rafferty’s 
plea for action: “I don’t 
know when at long last the 
American people will rise in 
all the power and majesty of 
their great tradition to put 
an end to this role of in-

right out of our classrooms. .. 
They were tested and guided 
and motivated. They were ‘ad- 
justed to their peer groups.’ 
They were taught that com- 
petition was bad. ..They were 
told little about democratic 
capitalism, and chat little 
was usually taught with a 
curled lip.”’ Then Dr. Rafferty 
put his finger on the terrib- 
le crime committed by the 
‘modernists’ against our 
children: “We were so busy 
educating for ‘life-adjust- 
ment’ that we forgot to educate 
for survival...Had they been 
taught to love their country 
with the same passion that 
inspired other generations of 
American youth, they would 
not now be wondering what all 
the fuss is about. They would 
know that their country was 
in danger and that would 
be enough.” 


ternational doormat which we 
have assumed of late, and 
which becomes us so poorly. 
But I do know one thing. When 
that time comes — and it can- 
not be far distant —- we 
educators had better not be 
caught withholding from the 
nation’s children the wonder- 
ful, sharp-edged, glittering 
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sword of patriotism.” We must 
teach them, he said “‘to re- 
vere the great Americans of 
the past, to cherish the 
traditions’ of our country as 
holy things - and to hate 
communism and its creatures 
as Hell is hated.” 

However, it has been so 
long in so many schools since 
teachers brought to their 
students the meat and sub- 
stance of the American system, 
of the essence of the United 
States of America, that many 
teachers would not know where 
to begin. Also, the teachers 
themselves need educating in 
American patriotism —- parti- 
cularly some of the younger 
ones who are products of 
schools of education where 
‘patriotism’ and ‘Americanism’ 


are dirty words. It is to 
fill this gap that another 
schoolman, Mr. Everett E. 
Cooke, has prepared one of 
the finest teaching guides we 
have seen in a long, long 
time. It is called PLANNED 
PATRIOTISM. Mr. Cooke is 
principal of the Papago Ele- 
mentary School in Creighton 
District, Phoenix, Ariz. His 
book is, openly and frankly, 
a ten-point program for 
teaching Americanism in our 
schools. The strange part 
about the program is that if 
it is followed carefully, it 
actually gives the elementary 
school child - with the addi- 
tion of certain other sub- 
jects - a much sounder basic 
education than anything he is 
getting under the ‘1ife-ad- 
justers.” Of course, this is 
really not so strange. It is 
what the old McGuffey Readers 
for instance, did for gener- 
ations of American children 
- until they began being 
brainwashed by the ‘progress- 
ivists’ and ‘modernists.’ 
Some of Mr. Cooke’ s ten points 
cover such things as history, 
citizenship, loyalty, free- 
dom, art and literature, 
music, drama, economics, etc. 

Under these various head- 
ings, Mr. Cooke’s guide gives 
a complete teaching program 
in Americanism for each grade 








from first through eighth. 
His book is looseleaf bound, 
beautifully and clearly 
printed and illustrated. It 
carries, at the end of each 
section for each grade, a 
complete bibliography so that 
even a teacher who has never 
been taught to bring to the 
children under her care this 
supremely important subject, 
can quickly inform herself on 
it. Its publishers deserve 
credit for keeping the price

As 
Dr. Rafferty put it: “‘ Bobby 
and Betty pursue their insipid 
goal of a ride in the dis- 
trict garbage truck with good 
old crotchety Mr. Jones, 
while the deathless ride of 
Paul Revere goes unwept, un- 
honored, and unsung.”’ Dr. 
Rafferty continued: “‘It is 
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you ask if this book is being 
used in your school. If he 
does, parents and taxpayers 
could perform no greater ser- 
vice to their local schools 
than to supply them with some 
copies of Mr. Cooke’s PLANNED

NO ORDINARY CHASE 
THE PURSUIT OF AGENT M by 
DeWitt Copp, 256 pages, M. S. 


Mill Co., and Morrow, New 
York, $3.50. 
This is the story of a 


chase. But it is no ordinary 
chase, no cops-and-robbers 
gambit. The hero, Mark Cos- 
tain, was an aeronautical 
engineer. He was also an 
American intel ligence agent. 
As such, he spent 10 years in 
an Iron Curtain country hold- 
ing down an important post in 
its communist government. 
Then he was found out. He had 
to kill a man (whose demise 
was no loss to the world) to 
make his immediate escape. 


But it was a long way to the 
Austrian border with freedom 
and safety on the other side. 
And all the forces of the 
regime he had fooled so suc- 
cessfully were turned loose 
to effect his capture. 

DeWitt Copp, co-author of 
the sensational Betrayal at 
the UN: The Story of Povl 
Bang-Jensen, not only knows 
the tactics of the enemy but 
can tell a story of pursuit 
so filled with excitement, 
tension, terror and indomi- 
table courage that reading it 
makes the usual hunters- and- 
hunted tales pale by com- 
parison. Some of Costain’s 





hairbreadth escapes from his 
would-be captors may seem 
unbelievable. Yet, while this 
story is presumably fiction, 
such things have happened - 
and, as Costain came to 
realize, there was something 
more at work here than luck. 

Also, Mark Costain never 
could have withstood his ter- 
rible ordeal without, in 
addition to his own will to 
live, the help of a shepherd 
who despised the police, a 
half-crazy poet who took a 
strange way of getting back 
at his slave-masters, a re- 
venge-seeking mistress of 
the head of the Security 
Police, a valiant priest, a 


most remarkable little boy, 
and Lisa with whom Mark found 
love when it was almost too 
late. All these took chances 
— awful chances —- to aid the 
fugitive. The lesson and the 
hope here are plain. Costain 
later told his chief: ‘People 
who live without freedom know 
a great deal more about what 
it is to be free than those 
who live with it — and abuse 
it.’ To which his chief re- 
plied: ‘Perhaps it is one 
reason the Soviets are so 
frightened...’ 

Mr. Copp has written a 
completely gripping adult 
Suspense story.
